THIS  LEASE  AGREEMENT  IS  made  this  2^  day  of  ^R/z^a^V  .  "Z£>t*  by  and  between  Jeffrey  A.  Schrock  and  Kathryn  B.  Schrock, 
husband  and  wife,  whose  address  is  1329  Britney  Court,  Keller  Tx  76243,  as  Lessor,  and  Harding  Energy  Partners,  LLC,,  a  Texas  limited  liability  company,13465 
Midway  Road,  Suite  400,  Dallas,  Texas  75244-5106,  as  Lessee.  All  printed  portions  of  this  lease  were  prepared  by  the  party  hereinabove  named  as  Lessee,  but  all  Other 
provisions  (including  Ihe  completion  of  blank  spaces)  were  prepared  jointly  by  Lessor  and  Lessee. 

1 .     In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  the  covenants  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following 
described  land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:

in  Ihe  County  of  TARRANT.  Stale  of  TEXAS,  containing  0.3820  gross  acres,  more  or  less  (including  any  interests  therein  which  Lessor  may  hereafter  acquire  by 
reversion,  prescription  or  otherwise),  for  the  purpose  of  exploring  for,  developing,  producing  and  marketing  oil  and  gas,  along  with  all  hydrocarbon  and  non  hydrocarbon 
substances  produced  in  association  therewith  (Including  geophysical/seismic  operations).  The  term  "gas"  as  used  herein  includes  helium,  carbon  dioxide  and  other 
commercial  gases,  as  well  as  hydrocarbon  gases.  In  addition  to  the  above-described  leased  premises,  this  lease  also  covers  accretions  and  any  small  strips  or  parcels  of 
land  now  or  hereafter  owned  by  Lessor  which  are  contiguous  or  adjacent  to  the  above-described  leased  promises,  and,  in  consideration  of  the  aforementioned  cash  bonus, 
Lessor  agrees  to  execute  at  Lessee's  request  any  additional  or  supplemental  inslruments  for  a  mora  complete  or  accurate  description  of  Ihe  land  so  covered.

2.  This  lease,  which  is  a  "paid-up"  lease  requiring  no  rentals,  shall  be  in  force  for  a  primary  term  of  FIVE  (5)  years  from  the  dale  hereof,  and  for  as  long  thereafter 
as  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  are  produced  in  paying  quantities  from  the  leased  premises  or  from  lands  pooled  therewith  or  this  lease  is  otherwise 
maintained  in  effect  pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

3.  Royalties  on  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  produced  and  saved  hereunder  shall  be  paid  by  Lessee  to  Lessor  as  follows:  (a)  For  oil  and  other  liquid 
hydrocarbons  separated  al  Lessee's  separator  facilities,  Ihe  royalty  shall  be  Twenty  Five-Percent  t25%)  of  such  production,  to  be  delivered  at  Lessee's  option  1o  Lessor  at 
the  wellhead  or  to  Lessor's  credit  al  the  oil  purchaser's  transportation  facilities,  provided  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  continuing  right  to  purchase  such  production  at  the 
wellhead  market  price  then  prevailing  In  Ihe  same  fiefd  (or  if  there  is  no  such  price  then  prevailing  in  the  same  field,  then  In  the  nearest  field  in  which  there  Is  such  a  prevailing 
price)  for  production  of  similar  grade  and  gravity;  (b)  tor  gas  (including  casinghead  gas)  and  all  other  substances  covered  hereby,  the  royalty  shall  be  Twenty  Five-Percent 
(255&1  of  the  proceeds  realized  by  Lessee  from  the  sale  thereof,  lass  a  proportionate  part  of  ad  valorem  taxes  and  production,  severance,  or  other  excise  laxes  and  the  costs 
incurred  by  Lessee  in  delivering,  processing  or  otherwise  marketing  such  gas  or  other  substances,  provided  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  continuing  right  lo  purchase  such 
production  al  the  prevailing  wellhead  market  price  paid  for  production  of  simitar  quality  in  the  same  field  (or  if  there  is  no  such  price  then  prevailing  in  the  same  field,  then  in 
the  nearest  field  in  which  there  Is  such  a  prevailing  price)  pursuant  lo  comparable  purchase  contracts  entered  Into  on  the  same  or  nearest  preceding  dale  as  the  dale  on 
which  Lessee  commences  ils  purchases  hereunder;  and  (c)  if  at  the  end  of  Ihe  primary  term  or  any  lime  thereafter  one  or  more  wells  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled 
therewith  are  capable  of  either  producing  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  in  paying  quantities  or  such  wells  are  waiting  on  hydraulic  fraclure  simulation,  but 
such  wetj  or  wells  are  either  shut-in  or  production  therefrom  is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee,  such  well  or  wells  shall  nevertheless  be  deemed  to  be  producing  in  paying  quantities 
for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  this  lease.  If  for  a  period  of  90  consecutive  days  such  well  or  wells  are  shut-in  or  production  therefrom  is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee,  Ihen  Lessee 
shall  pay  shut-in  royalty  of  one  dollar  per  acre  Ihen  covered  by  this  lease,  such  payment  to  be  made  lo  Lessor  or  Eo  Lessor's  credit  in  the  depository  designated  below,  on  or 
before  the  end  of  said  90-day  period  and  thereafter  on  or  before  each  anniversary  of  the  end  of  said  90-day  period  whPe  the  well  or  wells  are  shut-in  or  production  therefrom  is 
not  being  sold  by  Lessee;  provided  thai  if  this  lease  Is  otherwise  being  maintained  by  operations,  or  if  production  is  being  sold  by  Lessee  from  another  well  or  wells  on  Ihe 
leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  (herewith,  no  shut-in  royalty  shall  be  due  until  the  end  of  the  90-day  period  next  following  cessation  of  such  operations  or  production.

4.  All  shut-in  royalty  payments  under  this  lease  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  to  Lessor  or  to  Lessor's  credit  in  at  Lessor's  address  above  or  its  successors,  which 
shall  be  Lessor's  depository  agent  for  receiving  payments  regardless  of  changes  in  the  ownership  of  said  land.  AO  payments  or  tenders  may  be  made  in  currency,  or  by  check 
or  by  draft  and  such  payments  or  tenders  lo  Lessor  or  to  the  depository  by  deposit  in  the  US  Mails  in  a  stamped  envelope  addressed  to  the  depository  or  to  the  Lessor  at  Ihe 
last  address  known  to  Lessee  shall  constitute  proper  payment.  If  the  depository  should  liquidate  or  be  succeeded  by  another  institution,  or  for  any  reason  fall  or  refuse  to 
accept  payment  hereunder,  Lessor  shall,  at  Lessee's  request,  deliver  lo  Lessee  a  proper  recordable  instrument  naming  another  institution  as  depository  agenl  to  receive 
payments. 

5.  Except  as  provided  for  in  Paragraph  3  above,  if  Lessee  drills  a  well  which  is  incapable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  (hereinafter  called  "dry  hole")  on  Ihe 
leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  if  all  production  (whelher  or  not  in  paying  quantities)  permanently  ceases  from  any  cause,  including  a  revision  of  unil 
boundaries  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Paragraph  6  orlhe  action  of  any  governmental  aulhority,  then  in  the  event  Ihis  lease  is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  it  shall 
nevertheless  remain  in  force  if  Lessee  commences  operations  for  reworking  an  existing  well  or  for  drilling  an  additional  well  or  for  otherwise  obtaining  or  restoring  production 
on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  within  90  days  after  completion  of  operations  on  such  dry  hole  or  wilhin  90  days  after  such  cessation  of  all  production.  If  at 
Ihe  end  of  the  primary  term,  or  at  any  lime  thereafter,  this  lease  is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  but  Lessee  is  Ihen  engaged  in  drilling,  reworking  or  any  other 
operations  reasonably  calculated  to  obtain  or  restore  production  therefrom,  this  lease  shall  remain  in  fores  so  Cong  as  any  one  or  more  of  such  operations  are  prosecuted  with 
no  cessation  of  more  than  90  consecutive  days,  and  if  any  such  operations  result  in  the  production  of  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby,  as  long  thereafter  as 
there  is  production  in  paying  quantities  from  Ihe  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith.  After  completion  of  a  well  capable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  hereunder, 
-Lessee  shall  drill  such  additional  wells  on  Ihe  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  as  a  reasonably  prudent  operator  would  drill  under  Ihe  same  or  similar 
circumstances  to  (a)  develop  the  leased  premises  as  to  formations  then  capable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  (b)  to 
protect  ihe  leased  premises  from  uncompensated  drainage  by  any  well  or  wells  located  on  other  lands  not  pooled  therewith.  There  shall  be  no  covenant  to  drill  exploratory 
wells  or  any  addiiional  walls  except  as  expressly  provided  herein. 

B.  Lessee  shall  have  the  right  but  not  the  obligation  lo  pool  all  or  any  part  of  the  teased  premises  or  interest  therein  with  any  other  lands  or  interests,  as  to  any  or 
all  depths  or  zones,  and  as  to  any  or  all  substances  covered  by  this  lease,  eilher  before  or  after  the  commencement  of  production,  whenever  Lessee  deems  it  necessary  or 
proper  to  do  so  in  order  to  prudently  develop  or  operate  the  teased  premises,  whether  or  not  similar  pooling  authority  exists  with  resped  to  such  other  lands  or  interests.  The 
unit  formed  by  such  pooling  for  an  oil  well  which  Is  not  a  horizontal  completion  shall  not  exceed  80  acres  plus  a  maximum  acreage  tolerance  of  10%,  and  for  a  gas  well  or  a 
horizontal  completion  shall  not  exceed  640  acres  plus  a  maximum  acreage  tolerance  of  10%;  provided  thai  a  larger  unit  may  be  formed  for  an  oil  well  or  gas  well  or  horizontal 
completion  to  conform  lo  any  well  spacing  or  density  pattern  thai  may  be  prescribed  or  permitted  by  any  governmental  authority  having  jurisdiction  to  do  so.

component  thereof.  In  exercising  its  pooling  rights  hereunder,  Lessee  shall  fife  of  record  a  written  declaration  describing  Ihe  unit  and  stating  the  effective  date  of  pooling. 
Production,  drilling  or  reworking  operations  anywhere  on  a  unit  which  includes  all  or  any  part  of  the  leased  premises  shall  be  treated  as  if  il  were  production,  drilling  or 
reworking  operations  on  the  leased  premises,  except  that  the  production  on  which  Lessor's  royally  is  calculated  shall  be  that  proportion  of  the  total  unit  production  which  the 
net  acreage  covered  by  this  lease  and  included  in  Ihe  unit  bears  lo  the  total  gross  acreage  in  Ihe  unit,  but  only  to  the  extent  such  proportion  of  unit  production  is  sold  by  Lessee. 
Pooling  in  one  or  more  Instances  shall  not  exhaust  Lessee's  pooling  rights  hereunder,  and  Lessee  shall  have  the  recurring  right  hut  not  the  obligation  to  revise  any  unft  formed 
hereunder  by  expansion  or  contraction  or  both,  either  before  or  after  commencement  of  production,  in  order  to  conform  to  the  well  spacing  or  density  pattern  prescribed  or 
permitted  by  the  governmental  authority  having  jurisdiction,  or  to  conform  to  any  productive  acreage  determination  made  by  such  governmental  authority,  in  making  such  a 
revision,  Lessee  shali  ffie  of  record  a  written  decoration  desenbing  the  revised  unit  and  stating  Ihe  effective  dale  of  revision.  To  Ihe  extent  any  portion  of  the  leased  premises 
is  Included  in  or  excluded  from  the  unit  by  virtue  of  such  revision,  Ihe  proportion  of  unit  production  on  which  royalties  are  payable  hereunder  shall  thereafter  be  adjusted 
accordingly.  In  Ihe  absence  of  production  in  paying  quantities  from  a  unit,  or  upon  permanent  cessation  thereof,  Lessee  may  terminate  the  unit  by  filing  of  record  a  written 
declaration  describing  the  unit  andalatlng  the  date  of  termination.  Pooling  hereunder  shall  not  constitute  a  cross-conveyance  of  interests. 

7.  If  Lessor  owns  less  than  the  full  mineral  estate  in  all  or  any  part  of  the  leased  premises,  the  royalties  and  shut-in  royalties  payable  hereunder  for  any  well  on 
any  pari  of  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewilh  shall  be  reduced  to  Ihe  proportion  that  Lessor's  interest  in  such  part  of  the  leased  premises  bears  to  the  full  mineral 
estate  in  such  part  of  the  leased  premises. 

8.  The  interest  of  either  Lessor  or  Lessee  hereunder  may  be  assigned,  devised  or  otherwise  transferred  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  area  and/or  by  depth  or  zone,  and 
Ihe  rights  and  obligations  of  the  parties  hereunder  shall  extend  lo  Iheir  respective  heirs,  devisees,  executors,  administrators,  successors  and  assigns.  No  change  in  Lessor's 
ownership  shall  have  the  effect  of  reducing  Ihe  rights  or  enlarging  the  obligations  of  Lessee  hereunder,  and  no  change  In  ownership  shall  be  binding  on  Lessee  until  60  days 
after  Lessee  has  been  furnished  the  original  or  certified  or  duly  authenticated  copies  of  the  documents  establishing  such  change  of  ownership  lo  the  satisfaction  of  Lessee  or 
until  Lessor  has  satisfied  Ihe  notification  requirements  contained  in  Lessee's  usual  form  of  division  order.  In  the  event  of  Ihe  death  of  any  person  entitled  to  shut-in  royalties 
hereunder,  Lessee  may  pay  or  lender  such  shut-in  royalties  lo  the  credit  of  decedent  or  decedent's  estate  in  the  depository  designated  above.  If  at  any  time  two  or  more 
persons  are  entitled  to  shut-in  royalties  hereunder,  Lessee  may  pay  or  lender  such  shut-in  royalties  to  such  persons  or  to  their  credit  in  Ihe  depository,  either  jointly  or 
Separately  in  proportion  to  Ihe  interest  which  each  owns.  II  Lessee  transfers  its  interest  hereunder  In  whole  or  in  part  Lessee  shall  be  relieved  of  all  oblgations  thereafter 
arising  with  respect  lo  the  transferred  interest,  and  failure  of  the  transferee  lo  satisfy  such  obligations  with  respect  to  the  transferred  interest  shall  not  affect  the  rights  of 
Lessee  with  respect  lo  any  interest  not  so  transferred.
